COUNTY FARMERS INSTITUTE 


Called for Saturday, Sept. 26, to Elect 
Officers, and Discuss the Above 


Subjects and Others. 


The Brazos County Farmers In­ 
stitute is called to meet at the 
court house in Bryan on Saturday, 
Sept. 26, at I p. rn. 
An important 
meeting— officers to be elected, and 
important business matters to be 
attended to, such as the purchase 
of seed for another year, prepara­ 
tions to plant for canneries, etc. 
Let everybody come. 
J. H. White, Pres’t. 


In connection with the foregoing 
call by the president for an insti­ 
tute meeting, the Eagle representa­ 
tive interviewed Mr. White about 
the matters to come before this 
meeting. 
Mr. White says there are three 
important subjects to the front 
right now, of great interest to the J 
farmers of Brazos county, to wit: 
canning factories, rice culture and i 
culture and canning of ribbon cane j 
syrup. 
Mr. White said he could J 
speak with authority of two can-' 
ning factories to go up in this 


county the coming winter—one a 
Bryan, and one at Kurten. 
Ile 
has been informed by a citizen of 
Kurten that a canning factory will 
be put in at the Kurten gin, and a 
citizen of Bryan that he will build 
a cannery in Bryan. 
The parties 
are both responsible, and able to 
do what they say they will. 
He 
says it is in order for the farmers 
to get together and prepare for 
planting for these two enterprises, 
j Not 
only 
this, 
encouragement 
i should be offered for the putting in 
of small canneries at gins in other 
parts of the county. 
Mr. White says that the growing 
of ribbon cane and the preparation 
in different communities for can­ 
ning this syrup is another indus­ 
try deserving consideration. 
He 
says the modern plan of putting 
up ribbon cane syrup for the mar­ 
ket in cans should be considered 
by our people, for we can at little 
expense 
prepare for putting up 
molasses in this way just as well 
as it is done any where. 
Another 
subject 
Mr. 
White 
wants looked into is whether or 
not facilities can be provided in 
Brazos county for threshing anc! 
cleaning rice for market. 
This is 
the only thing in the way, he says, 
of the successful culture of rice in 
this county. Experimental patches 
of rice grown by Mr. White him 
self, by Mr. Henry Kurten, Mr. 
Swaneote 
and 
Mr. Steele have 
produced results establishing the 
fact that Brazos couuty is strictly 
in the rice belt. 
He wants inves 
ligation made to determine if ma 
chinery for cleaning rice cannot be 
installed at the gins in the connty, 
and rice growing added to the list 
of features of diversified farming 
in Brazos county. 
Let the farmers of Brazos county 
come out to the meeting on Sept 
26, and discuss these new subjects, 
as well as the old standard ones of 
stock farming, etc.
